Laceration of the Cervix, and its Influence upon 
the Nervous System. 


DAVID WILLIAMS, M. D., Columbus, Ohio, 


Laceration of the cervix is one of the 


most common accidents to the par- 


turient woman. Indeed, it is so com- 


mon that most of the early writers on 


obstetrics thought that this laceration 
was the accompaniment of every con- 
finement. 


The most common form of laceration 


is that which forms a shallow niche in 
one or both sides of the cervix. These 
readily close over with mucous mem- 
brane, and usually cause no trouble. 
It, however, there is much cicatricial 
tissue, causing an eversion of the os, 
we are apt to have a chronic endocer- 
vicitis frequently, with erosions of the 
mucous membrane; and, occasionally, 
with deep ulceration of the cervix. 
This result of laceration forms a fer- 
tile field for the reception of germs, 
and is frequently the seat of malignant 
diseases. Evidence is positive that 
carcinoma of the cervix almost invaria- 
bly finds its origin in a laceration, the 
severity of which influences but slight- 
ly the dangers from this source. Hence, 
if for no other purpose than that of 
giving the woman immunity from mal- 
4gnant diseases, this laceration should 


be corrected; although many women 
go through a long lifetime without 
suffering the least inconvenience there- 
from. 

It is very seldom that lacerations 
involving the cervix only, even though 


they extend to the internal os, exert 
any serious reflex influence upon the 


nervous system. They must be aggra- 
vated by inflammation, subinvolution, 
displacements, ete. 

The lacerations which almost invar- 
iably cause serious nervous reflexes— 
and to which I desire to call your 
especial attention—are those which 
extend into, through and beyond the 
internal os. They are almost invaria- 
bly lateral,although occasionally anter- 
ior or posterior, tearing and dividing 
the broad ligament, and sometimes 
extending quite deeply into the same, 
so that a laceration of the cervix in 
these cases is really a laceration of the 
fundus as well. A laceration of this 
character may occur without involving 
the external os. I have seen them 
where an examination, with the specu- 
lum only, presented a perfectly natural 
cervix, while upon deepar examination, 
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with the finger, speculum and sound, 
would show that the laceration was 
extensive. These are the lacerations 


which give ‘the most serious results,. 
and most seriously affect. the general . 
health of the patient, frequently going 


so far as to disturb and, sometimes, 


entirely overthrow the mental equilib- 
rium; and I have no doubt but that. 


there are many patients classified 
among the hopelessly insane who have 


been made so by the constant irritation 
arising from a deep laceration of the 


cervix of this character. 


In order to. briefly illustrate my. 


meaning, your attention is called to 


two cases which present this in a 


striking manner. | 

The first case which I will describe 
was confined on September -27, 1890. 
She was then living in Lamar, Colorado. 
Four weeks after her confinement she 
began to show signs of mental derange- 
ment, which became rapidly and vio- 
Jently worse, until her mental dis- 


turbance assumed the form of a violent | 


mania, which was pronounced puerpe- 
ral in character. 
The late day at which it appeared 
made the diagnosis a little difficult. 
She was treated at home for some 
time, and finally taken to the State 


Asylum; but, after a brief sojourn in 


that place, she was pronounced hope- 
lessiy insane, and her friends in Ohio 


assisted her husband in taking her to 


that State, where her parents and 
sisters could assist in caring for her. 
The last of March, 1891, I was called 


to see her, and, on examination, found 
a deep laceration extending to a con- 
siderable depth through the internai 


that of melancholia. 


os and into the left broad ligament. 
There were endometritis and endocer- 
vicitis, with a profuse discharge of 
offensive pus. There was also a lacer- 
ation of the perineum that extended to 


‘the verge of the anus. 


_ As soon as she could be properly 
prepared, we put her under the influ- 


ence of chloroform, and gave her the 
necessary operation for the restoration 


of the parts. 

Her mental condition at this time 
She had no 
regard whatever for her relatives or 
friends, nor paid any attention to her 
babe, of -which, at first, she had been 
passionately fond. 

Six weeks after the operation she 
began to show signs of mental improve- 
ment, and within a year she returned 


to her western home perfectly restored 


to health, both mental and physical. 


Since that time she has had two healthy 


children without suffering a recurrence 
of the accident, or relapse of the 1en- 
tal disturbance. 

The second case occurred in the 
spring of 1896, in the practice of Dr. 
Thompson, of Granville, O. I saw 
her, in consultation with the doctor, 


about four weeks after confinement. 


This, I think, was her fourth confine- 
ment, and she had shown some symp- 
toms of a mentul disturbance in a pre- 
vious one, from which she had never 
recovered; certain eccentricities, wit!: 
melancholia, remaining, which attract- 
ed the notice of her friends; but a‘ 
this time an acute mania had developed. 

Under the influence of chloroform 
an examination was made, which dlis- 


closed a condition very similar to tha.

iescribed in the other case. The ex- 
mination being made about four 
veeks after confinement showed the 
‘aceration unhealed, without mucous 
covering, and extending deeply into 
the broad ligament, so that a sound 
would enter fully an inch beyond the 
uterine wall. Hemorrhage had been 
very copious after her confinement; 
and during the examination sbe bled 
quite freely. 


Her mental condition was apparently | 


tiiat of melancholia, with frequent 
attacks of acute mania, and gr eat fear 
and dread of strangers. 

An operation was given her on May 
3, 1896, and the parts restored as per- 
fectly as possible, After four weeks 
she began to show a mental improve- 
ment; and in six weeks time the 
improvement was so advanced that an 
attendant was no longer needed. Her 


recovery was complete in every partic- 
ular. 

From the lessons taught by these 
two cases, as well as by a large number 
of others that could be cited from the 
practice of other physicians, as well as 
my own, it is apparent that too close 


attention cannot be paid to accidents 


of this character. And no woman, 


suffering from a deep laceration of the 
cervix, should be consigned to an 


insane asylum uutil an effort has been: 


made to relieve her mental condition 


by a repair of the lacerated parts. 


Superintendents of insane asylums 


should give this matter most careful 
attention, as, without doubt, many a 
woman's life has been blasted, and she 
has been lost to friends and family, 
through neglect in this particular.—

Some Psychological Reflections.

thought that the tracing 
of the process pursued by the human 
mind in arriving at conclusions re- 
specting the unknown, which are now 
and have heretofore been held by the 
great mass of people would be a good 
subject to study; especially if presented 
in a few short, crisp sentences, unen- 
cumbered by any elaborate proof, and 
stripped of the mass of verbiage in 
Which treatises on that topic are 
usually clothed. Such an essay it is 
my design to give, so plain that every 
one may see at a glance the path of 
thought followed, and learn by infer- 


ence the underlying psychology of the 


human mind. 

Without argument or attempt at 
proof, grant me these two factors as 
premises, I pray you: That man was 


originally profoundly ignorant; and, 
thatthe feebleness of his reason, from 


lack of training, was in degree,’ corres- 
pondingly equal to his ignorance,- 
Having occupied himself mentally 
and psychologically for untold ages in 
providing for his material wants, that 
very exercise quickened his intelligence, 
precisely as we see it more rapidly 
doue in the individual man of today; 
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and by a law of heredity which per- 
vades all higher animal life, that gain 
was transmitted to offspring until the 
accumulation became so much that he 
could begin to entertain abstract ideas. 

Then he saw himself possessed of 
life and surrounded by vast unknown 
forces, of which he was prone to de- 


mand origin and cause. Physical 


nature was silent to him, but imagina- 
ticn, wild, untrained and impulsive 


leaps to the front and makes answer 


that life can come only from life, and 
to fortify the proposition, appeals to 
observation and experience, that life 
begets life. This first proposition of 
imbecile ignorance has descended to 
us of today, and has even been ‘so 
assiduously cultivated and _ instilled 
into the nascent intellect that itis con- 


sidered blasphemy to question it. 


This stage having been attained, 
man endows any object with life and 
will, and erects such object into a 
superior power or God, whether it be 


the sun, the stars, thunder or whatever 


phenomenon or force, just as any 


young children do. ‘This too, has — 


descended to us unimpaired. I live in 
the forest and will draw an illustration 
from timber. Ask any lumberman 
where a tree will fall and he will make 


“Answer that it wants to fall, or will fall 


easiest, in a certain direction; thus un- 
consciously projecting will into the 
tree in the first answer, and as uncon- 
sciously endowing it with his own 
muscular exertion, in the second. 

_ Indeed, this phraseology is, by trans- 
mission, so infixed in the language, 
that without circumlocution he cannot 


answer otherwise. Now, here in en- 


dowing any object, force or phenom- 
enon with life and volition we have 
full fledged fetishism in the expression, 
whether that object be the negro’s 
rabbit’s foot or the white man’s holy 
bible. And the superstition of the 
hoodoo is no more absurd than that of 
the white laity as to the power of med- 
icine, as any physician has ample 


opportunity to observe. Greatly on 


this very superstition among the laity 
depends the power of the patent med- 
icine vendor for his profit. 

Fetishism having been established, 
the mind simultaneously develops 
along two lines. Feeling his hard- 
ships, man reasons that his fetish or 
deity is angry with him and must be 
appeased by certain lines of conduct 
or by sacrifice, on the one hand, or 
that he himself is really guilty, on the 
other. Either, or both, lead to relig- 
ious observances. The step is “now 
easy and natural to conaider the whole 
community guilty and to prescribe 
rules of conduct and of thought; hence 
the intollerance of religion. © | 

But further, as it is held that an 
angry deity must be appeased by sacri- 
fice, it is but natural to think that the 
more precious the offering the greater 
the efficiency, hence human sacrifice, 
until in the slow development of more 
humane instincts, man comes to think 
that he can cheat his God by substi- 
tuting animals in place of his fellow 
man, and at last he thinks that he can 
pay the duty he owes by prayers and 
praise and so save his life and pocket. 
But the idea of sacrifice is never aban- 
doned, and onJy when he makes out 
that God has, in some way, substituted 
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himself for the victim does he concede 
the debt to be paid. All this would 
be harmless and only ridiculous were 
it not that those who hold to it think 
that it makes them better than those 
who reject it. They also think that 
they do God a kindness and help on 
his work by persecuting those who 


repudiate such doctrine and embrace 


opinions that are in their view heter- 
odox. 


Here for a moment let us pause. 


With a few rapid touches I have 
brought this side of the subject up 
from the first dawn of conscious in- 
quiry to the status occupied by most 
people at the present day. This is the 
purely psychological side; where the 
soul makes inquiry of itself and re- 
ceives its answer from itself with un- 


hesitating trust of guidance of highest 


truth to correct conclusions. So far 
the soul has not gone out of itself to 
obtuin answer from material nature, 
but has totally ignored it. Let us 
estimate the evils and benefits that 
have accrued. The evils are manifest 
to all that have passed beyond this 
status. As a positive result of its 
workings, it hampers the mind, making 
it cowardly, inhibits investigation, 
erects a tyranny of thought and estab- 
lishes with the full force of absolute 


authority a narrow and persecuting © 


intollerance. Negatively it has never 
in the least degree advanced man’s 
material welfare, nor explained one 
fact of material nature. On the other 
hand, it has trained the mind to won- 
derful astuteness of reasoning from 
given premises and. prepared it to 
grasp and analyze the facts of nature 


whenever the mind assumes sufficient 


boldness to escape from its thralldom. 
Its advocates claim also that it is the 
conservator of morals. This we deny, 
but in this paper I have not space to 
enter into the discussion of that phase. 
All peoples, and every individual of all 
peoples have been through this evolu- 
tion of mind, some rapidly, but most 
lingeringly, even to hugging the fet- 
ters of their mind to the very last. 

Let us now briefly, very briefly con- 
trast the work resulting from a study 
of nature. In this, the process is 
diametrically opposite the first. In- 


stead of expecting answer from him- | 


self, the student of nature observes 
facts and phenomena, and carefully 
records them, until in the vast accun- 
ulation, the underlying law can be in- 
ferred. It is a slow process. Often 
the discovery of the law has to await 
several generations of men, studying 
the same subject. It is hampered by 
no bias of preconceived opinions. If 
any theory shall be propounded, it is 
held only tentively, so that one single 
observed fact that runs counter to that 


theory will cause its immediate rejec” 


tion. One illustration of this is enough. 


‘Seeing that water rose in a vacuum the 


explanation was offered that nature 


abhors a vacuum. SBut when the 


attempt was made to cause water to 
rise higher than thirty-two feet, it was 


at once seen that the theory was iv- — 


correct. This led to further experi- 
ment which resulted in the discovery 
and proof of weight to the atmosphere. 

But though slow the process, what 
immense benefits to mankind have re- 
sulted from this study of nature! The 
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laws of the solar system have been 
made’clear, its distances measured and 
The incon- 
celvable distances of the fixed stars 
have been proved. Coming to earth, 
that mighty giant, steam, has been 
made to do more work than all the 
inhabitants of earth could accomplish, 
and that wovk is for man’s benefit. 
The wavward force of electricity has 
been harnessed as the servitor of man. 
The ocean is plowed by a thousand 
keels in the interest of commerce. 
Man’s condition has been ameliorated 
and benefited more in the two hundred 


_vears of scientific freedom and investi- 


gation than in all time before past. 
Books have multiplied and knowledge 
has been sown broadcast, so that the 
schoolboy of tuday knows more of 
nature’s operations than it was possible 
that the profoundest sage of former 
times could know. 

All this, and vastly more has been 
done by study of nature; and the out- 


look is that what has been already — 


accomplished is but the beginning of 
what shall be. | 

In this work for benefit of mankind, 
psychology has had no portion. It 
liad stood for thousands of years bar- 
ren of results, arrogant in claims, 
tyrannous in disposition, intollerant in 
thought, cruel in action, remorseless

And in face 
of all this it has the hardihood to claim 
a divine origin.

Twice has it been 


Twiee in historie times it has ruled 


supreme, and twice covered the world 
with darkness, Those times were the 
earlier Greek era and the dark ages. 
superseded by 
science, first among the Greeks and. 
again that of today. Earlier than that 
we have evidence of the same conflict 
of these two opposing modes of thought 


and of the triumph of science, but the 


historical data are incomplete. 

To sum up. In view of this invol- 
untary historical testimony what fur- 
ther credit shall we carry to the side 
of psychology? Doubtless it is the 
first impulse and primal operation of 
mind, Second, it ultimately evolutes 
out of itself into study of nature.

Then, and then 
only is it an evil, and an evil of suel 
magnitude that its dimensions can 
scarcely be measured or estimated.

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Otitis Media Acuta. 


W. N. Munpy, M. D., Forest, Ohio. 


Acute inflammation of the middle 
ear is of especial interest to the general 
practitioner, from the fact that a ma- 
jority of the cases are seen by him 
before a specialist is consulted, and an 
intelligent treatment by him may be 
the means of averting serious compli- 
cations and the consulting of a spe- 
cialist. 

Acute otitis has been commonly 
divided into the suppurative and the 
non-suppurative forms. Of the latter 
we have, according to the character of 
the secretion formed, the mucus and 
serous. We might with good reason 
include in this division myringitis. 
The causes of acute otitis are exposure 
to cold, the direct result of violence; as 
a complication of diphtheria, scarla- 
tina, measles or typhoid fever, and in 
some cases the causes are obscure. 

The symptoms are pain, tenderness, 
tinnitus, deafness and vertigo. 

Ubjectively the membrane is seen to 
be reddened; this redness varying 
with the grade of inflammation. The 
membrane is lustreless. The blood 
vessels are prominent, and in instances 
where fluid is formed behind the drum, 
there will be bulging at some point. 
In some instances observed the inflam- 
mation was to intense that on the first 
examination a necrotic spot was visible 
upon the drum, perforation taking 
place in Jess than twenty-four hours. 

Myringitis we take it is but one step 
in otitis media and seldom occurs in- 


dependently. When perforation takes 
place there is an alleviation of the 


pain, t:nnitus and partially of the deaf- 


ness. 
The progress of the various types 


of otitis media is generally favorable. 


Comphcations and mismanagement 
may in some instances cause the dis- 
ease to assume the chronic form and 
occasionally to end fatally. Treatment 
first, is heat. Hot fomentations or the 
hot douche may be used. We are in 


the habit of prescribing hot sacks of 


salt, or preferably the hot water bottle, 
kept constantly applied to the affected 
ear, and give internally specific aconite 


or specific rhus tox hourly. Should 


the pain not subside it may be neces- 
sary to instill into the ear a 4 per cent. 
cocaine solution. Oil or mucilaginous 
lotions are of no avail, nor of equal 
value, in fact, bear no comparison with 
the douche of hot water intelligently 
used. They should never be employed. 

We can better illustrate their use- 
lessness by a-case in point. E. D., 
aged 18, consulted me for a profuse 
discharge from left ear, foul smelling, 
slight deafness and tinnitus. Had 


been treating for some weeks with 
another M. D., who instilled into the 


ear sweet oil and carbolic acid. In- 
spection revealed a mass, which we 
thought was inspissated cerumen. The 
syringe brought forth a pledget of 


cotton, macerated with oil and pus; no 


one knows how long it had been there. 
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Reflected light showed a dermatitis of 
the .canal, probably induced by the 


carbolic acid, a macerated condition of 


the drum, with a small ulceration. 
Under appropriate treatment he made 
a good recovery. | 

lf there be simply a myringitis these 
means will suffice, but should there be 


a formation of mucus or serum the 


patient will complain of a feeling of 
fullness in the ear and possibly a 
erackling sound for which the Politzer 
shuuld be used, 
When pus is formed it should be 


evacuated. Should spontaneous rup- 


ture not soon take place the imprisoned 
pus should be set free by a paracen- 
tesis. It is good surgery, under all 
conditions, to release or give vent to 


peut up pus, and this applies as well. 


toear troubles. After its evacuation, 
no matter how it is accomplished, 


cleanse the ear with a douche of hot | 


water, in which is incorporated some 
uutiseptic, or by the instillation of per- 
oxide of hydrogen. Mop dry with a 
pledget of cotton, and then carefully 


insert a smali strip of iodoform gauze. 


This should be repeated in accordance 
with the amount of discharge. It is 
poor practice to provide the patient 
with a syringe and direct them to use 


it every day, reporting only when the 


medicine is gone. Far better is it for 
the physician to attend to these cases 
himself, and it 18 our custom to per- 
sonally tend these cases as far ag prac- 
tical. This method with the adiitional 
use of the Politzer ordinarily suffices. 
At times, however, they pass to the 
sub-acute and chronic forms when our 
ingenuity and skill is taxed to the 


uttermost to effect a cure. 

The Politzer in combination with 
boracic acld, calendulated boracic acid, 
nitrate of silver, sprays and douches 
then come into play. 

As complications of acute otitis, that 
to be dreaded most, is mastoiditis: 
Prompt and energetic treatment is now 
necessary. There is redness and swell- 
ing behind the pinna, lifting it for- 
ward; tenderness over the mastoid, 
exacerbation of temperature and an 
anxious expression on the _ face. 
Leeches and hot applications may be © 
tried, but my custom is to make a 
Wildis incision as early as possible, 
being careful to varry it deep. We 
make this incision with the patient 
under the influence of an anesthetic 
that more care ean be taken to do it 


‘properly. We will cite one case for 


example. 

August 27, 1896, was called to see 
D. H., male, 15 years of age. The his- 
tory given was the usual one of pain 
in the ear, deafness and vertigo; a 


slight discharge a week previous, but 


which had now ceased. With the 
cessation of the discharge the pain had 
returned, intensified; with its return a 
swelling over the mastoid was noticed, 
which was tense, reddened and tender. 
Temperature 103. Hot applications 
were applied and specific aconite given 
internally. There being no relief the 
next day the ear was carefully cleansed 
with carbolized water, the boy given 
ehloroform, and with a strong bistoury 
&0 incision was made over the mastoid 
which reached tothe bone, and the in- 
cision packed with iodoform gauze. 
Hot applications were oceasionally

applied in the form of a flaxseed meal — 


poultice, and the case soon recovered. 

Another case, which serves to explain 
the trouble we often have with these 
cases, 18 a8 follows: 

B. P., female, aged 7, has had chronic 
suppuration of the middle ear for three 
years. She was brought to the office 
in April, of 1896, with a temperature 
of 102°, pulse rapid, history of pain in 
the ear, with a cessation of a chronic 
discharge . Behind the ear was a tense, 
red swelling, exquisitely tender, which 
fluctuated upon pressure. | 

Anesthetics were administered, and 
an incision made, which gave exit to a 
copious discharge of an exceedingly 
offensive pus. The wound was cleans- 
ed and packed with iodoform gauze, 


hot applications applied, and tbe Pol-. 


-itzer used. 

This was not a mastoicditis, but the 
pus had by some means become im- 
prisoned, and, burrowing beneath the 
skin, had sought an outlet behind the 
pinna. Fluid injected into the wound 
would appear in the meatus,and injected 
into the meatus appear in the wound. 
This case also shows how an acute otitis 
will supervene upon «# chronic case. 

One other case in point, and we are 
done. We cite this case because we 
think it an unique one in otological 
literature. | 

In February, 1896, C. K., male, aged 
27, came to me, complaining of pain in 
the left ear, tinnitus, and some vertigo. 
We examined the ear and found im- 
pacted cerumen, which was removed 
by the use of the syringe and hot water. 
No other instrument being used. Ex- 
amination revealed the drum somewhat 


congested, but not much was thought 
of it at the time, as it was attributed to 
the use of the hot water. | 


Examination of the right ear revealed - 
the same condition, and was treated. 


in the same manner. A pledget of 
cotton was loosely inserted in each ear, 
and the patient allowed to go home. 


That. night we were unexpectedly call- 


ed from home, being gone two days. 
Upon reaching home we found word 


to call at once, as the patient was very 
sick. Calling at his home, we learned 
that on leaving my office the ear both- 


ered him some, and he felt uneasy, 
with slight twinges of pain, which, 


during the night, became unbearable. 


A physician was called, and prescribed 
for him. The next day the membrane 
ruptured, and the physician ordered 
the ear cleansed with peroxide of hy- 
drogen, and packed with boracic acid. 


We found the ear in this condition: 


that is, packed with the acid. The 
patient in bed, unable to sleep night 
or day, owing to the pain in the ear 
and head; temperature, 106; pulse,118; 
with an anxious, worried look upon 
his face. 

The boracic acid was immediately 


removed with the syringe and hot 
water, and a strip of iodoform gauze 


substituted, with the hope of securing 
a free drainage for the pus, and thus 
avoid any mastoid complications,which 
was feared, owing to the patient’s ap- 
pearance and condition. This was on 
February 24th. On the 27th and 28th 
the catheter had to be used to evacuate 
the bladder, the temperature ranging 
between 102° and 104°; the pulse frcm 
90 to 103. 
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March Ist he complained of his left 
knee and right elbow paining, the 


_ knee and elbow in a few days attaining 


considerable size. The other joints. 
although paining and swelling, never 
attained to the dimensions of these 
two. The swelling of the elbow soon 
subsided, but tke knee remained 
swollen for some weeks, and later was 
bandaged. | 
March 4th he complained of .a sore 
throat, and was husky, scarcely speak- 


ing above a whisper. By the 6th the 


thyroid gland had assumed sn enor- 
mous size, being even with the chin, 
and extending on each side half way 
to the spinous processes. Under ap- 
propriate treatment this soon subsided. 

Meanwhile,tke ear improved steadily ; 
the temperature and pulse which was 


taken twice daily, pursued an erratic. 


course; the morning temperature rang- 
ing from 99° to 102°, and the evening 
temperature from 100° to 108°. Once 
only the temperature reached the nor- 
mal, and that was on the morning of 


March 6th. 


March 10th we noticed an abscess 


forming in the gluteal region, which 


was lanced on the 12th. The temper- 
ature was then running from 983° to 
100°, twice only going above this, the 


morning of the 14th reaching 102}°, 
and the evening of March 15th reach- 
ing 101°. 

From this time the improvement wa 
steady. The remedies used were suc) 
as would naturally suggest themselves. 
E.rly in the trouble, specific aconite 
and gelsemium; with the advent of the 
arthritis, specific colchicum and acetate | 
of potassium; when the thyroid trouble 
came specific phytolacca was substitut- 


ed for the potassium; with the forma- 


tion of the abscess, specific baptisia 


and echinacea, also sulphide of calcium; 


finally during convalescence, comp. 


syrup hypophosphites. 


We think this case certainly unique, 
and we are still uncertain as to the 
causes of the complications. Was there 
a metastasis of pus? Was this not a 
case of pyemia? 

Burnet says there is no question but 
what pyemia may occur as a sequel to 


otitis media. Was it due to the tam- 


poning of the ear by the dry powder, 
thus iraprisoning the pus? Was there | 
some constitutional taint? These ques- 
tions we have asked ourselves. To the 


latter query we will say we have been 


unable to obtain any history or trace 
of such.—Volume XXV. Transactions 
National Eclectic Med.

Unnecessary Surgical Procedures on the Uterus. 


V. A. BAKER, M. D., Adrian, Michigan. 


A distinguished teacher ou Obstetrics 
and Diseases of Women is reported as 
saying to his class, in calling attention 
to gynecological practice, ‘‘God made 
a womb and built woman around it,” 


thus endeavoring to impress the idea 
of the importance, functionally, the 


pelvic organs of woman sustain to he? 
well being. 


- The object of this article is to cal! 
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ittention to some abuses that exist in 
-sninor surgical procedures, and not to 
decry important and necessary surgi- 
cal operations so often curried to a 
suecessful termination by the pains- 
taking and conscientious gynecologist. 

I do not aim to discuss either path- 
ology or diagnosis except incidentally, 
but to recite in the briefest possible 
manner my experience with a few 


cases Which have been cured by con. 


stitutional and local means, that have 
been diagnosed by gynecologists as 
needing surgical measures. That too 


little reliance is placed upon medical . 


agents in the treatment of many pelvic 
disorders of woman, I am fully con- 
vinced. I have attended many interest- 
ing post. graduate clinics conducted by 
different individuals of national note. 
They had so little faith in anything but 
the knife, curette and general surgical 
appliances in these cases that they 
scarcely referred to other means, It 
is astonishing that the action of such 
drugs as viburnum opulus or pruni- 
folium, the cohosh family, heloniias, 
liydrastis, dioscorea, hamamelis, pulsa- 
tilla, gelsemium, belladonna, apocy- 
uum, asclepias, nux, and many others 
that should be familiar to those who 
have the welfare of woman at their 
disposal, are not even thought of. 


These remedies are curative, especially 


in the incipient pelvic disorders inci- 
dent to the sex. 

I desire to call attention to a few 
cases that have been advised that 
nothing short of an operation would 
produce favorable results. Subse- 


quently they came under my olserva- 
tion and were cured by management 


and medicine. 

Case I. Mrs. G., forty seven years 
of age, for three years had had the 
usual symptoms incident to the crisis 
that comes to woman at about this 
age. These symptoms in well marked 
cases, the physician is familiar with, 
and I need not note them here. A 
year anda half preceding my knowl-— 
edge of the case, she had been gradu- 
ully growing larger in the pelvic 
region, with pain and uneasiness in the 
region of the left ovary; once in six or 
elvht weeks she had profuse hemor- 
rhage followed by malodorous dis- 
charges and frequent desire to urinate; 
hervous, apprehensive of impending 
evil, insomuia, poor appetite, consti- 
pated bowels, etc. Cathartics and 
opiates had done the usual amount of 
mischief, and were about the only 
remedies that had been administered. 


‘Two physicians who had treated her, 


advised her to go to a hospital and be 
treated by operation. It being difficult 
for her to leave her family, for she was 


the motber of three children, she con- 


cluded to try home treatment. When 
I took charge of the case, she could 
not ride, or be on her feet very much, 
without provoking hemorrhage. 

An examination revealed great en- 
sorgement of uterus, neck swollen, 
os pouty looking, and bathed with 
muco-pus; abdomen as large as a six- 
months pregnancy, and other corres- 
ponding symptoms; pulse irritable,feet 
and ank!es swoolen, kidney secretion 
scanty. 

Treatment.—Alcoholic vapor bath, 
once a week; restricted, nutritious diet, 
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burnum op., lx; bammamelin, lx, aa. 
M. Sig.—Teaspoonful in one-third tea- 
cupful of hot water, and take teaspoon- 
ful every four hours. A pill composed 
of leptandrin, gr. j; apocynum, gr. ij; 
and podophyllin, gr. one-fourth, after 
each meal, unless bowels were too 
much disturbed. Compound tincture 
of oil of erigeron, controlled the hem- 
orrhage. This treatment was varied: 
dioscorein, hydiastine, berberina sul- 
phas, senecionine, macrotin, pulsatilla, 
etc., were given to meet the varying 
conditions and keep ont of too much 
sameness. I am not limited in my 


selection of-remedies to resinoids ur 


alkuloids. I keep a: line of tinctures 
both of my own make and of the 
specific medicines, and in all my cases 
vary the treatment to-meet the indica- 
tions. This case I just noted had 
treatment at intervals for nearly three 
years; but for over a year past has 
been in good health, most of the symp- 
toms having left her, after a few 
months treatment. 

Case II. Another case who had 
twice been abroad, for treatment, but 
both times.the Journey and excitement 
brought on inordinate hemorrhage, 
deferring treatment for the time. I 
was employed to tide her over the last 
time, my call being merely incidental, 
the physician in charge, and who ad- 
vised the operation, not being at hand. 
The remedies employed acted so 
promptly, that it resulted in my treat- 
ing the case and carrying it to a suc- 
cessful issue, thanks to new school 
materia medica. 

Case IU. This case had passed the 
menopause, but was left with a foul 


discharging os, and a corroding ulcer. 


Here was need for local treatment. 
Equal parts of tincture of iodine, car- 
bolic acid and glycerine, were freely 
applied to the ulcerated surface, fol- 
lowed by a tampon of boracic acid 
mixed with boiled linseed oil to the 
consistency of a paste. This treatment 
repeated semi-weekly for a month, 
checked the spread of the ulcer, the 
discharge ceased and in three months 
the cure was complete. Internal treat- 
ment was confined to the remedies I 
have noted before, varied to suit the. 
condition, This lady had been told 
that she would be cured only by the 
complete removal of the uterus. But 
she got well and remains so, though 
several years have elapsed since the 
treatment. 

Casze IV. A prototvpe of the last 
mentioned case, similarly treated re- 
sulted in acure. This case had been 
pronounced incurable, unless an oper- 
ation extirpating the womb was re- 


to. 


A number of years since, I published 
an article on the use of intra-uterine 


injections for the cure of catarrh and 


other morbid conditions of endangium 
uterina, with specific instructions to 
govern such procedure. I feel confi- 
dent from long experience that prac- 
tical results can be attained by proper 
treatment in suitable cases. Three 
easily remembered rules must govern 
us. Ist.—A slack condition of the os 
and canal of the neck of the uterus, 
which usually prevails in intra-uterine 
catarrhal conditions. 2nd.—The fluid 
injected must be about 100° or 102° 
Farhenheit. 3rd.—The nozzle of: the 
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springe must be elevated toward the 
-oof or upper part of the womb and 
not pushed too far into the cavity of 
the body of the same, and the stream 
or spray must be passed in gently, 
after the air has been exhausted from 
the conveying tube by pressing the 
hand upon the bulb, sufficiently to 
crowd the fluid to its extremity. 

The first time: using on some sub- 


jects produces faintness, and some- 


times considerable pain. The appar- 
atus necessary may be procured of the 
instrument. dealers, and consists of 
bulb, rubber tubing and double canula. 
I frequently prepare the way by intro- 
ducing a sound, thus preparing the 
parts to better withstand the after 
treatment. I can assure you that by 
this method results can be obtained in 


old, chronic cases of never-ending dis-_ 
charges from the uterine cavity that. 


are gratifying. I have cured by this 
method cases of long standing that 
had resisted all other means. Of 
course the ‘‘periods” must be respected. 
Two or three times per month, a week 
a part, commencing four or five days 
after, and not using later than four or 
live days preceding menstruation. 
Division of the uterine neck is often 
resorted to for sterility, dysmenorrhea 
and other. wrongs, real or imagined, 
often with untoward results, A few 
teachers and practitioners are now ad- 
vocating the opposite—closure of the 
ueck, if fissured condition is found. 
Jases are on record where after an 
operation dividing the neck of the 
vomb by one gynecologist, another 
‘as sutured and closed the same later 
on. It is only occasionally that either 


operation is necessary, such cases be- 


lug curable by corrective methods, 


general and special. 

Curetting of the uterine cavity is a 
procedure rarely necessary, and much 
mischiet has been done by practicing 
it, even in skilled hands. I am familiar 
with a case that had been subjected to 
the operation, who has. since suffered 


continually from alow grade of chronic 
inflammation, set up by the curetting. 


A case similar to this has just recently 


come under my care, and I expect to. 
cure it by intra-uterine injections of. 


boracie acic solution with aqueous hy- 


 drastis, and the internal: remedies 


appropriate to such a case. 
Ove thing bearing upon curetting 


should not be overlooked, the womb 


should never be curetted when there is 
even the lowest grade of inflammation 
of its endangium, or of any portion of 
the pelvis. 
of a sound or any handling of the 
parts when inflammation exists, except 
it be intra-uterine injections, which, if 


non-stimulating, will hasten its re- 


moval. 

If after resorting to the means I have 
advocated herein, the case remains un- 
cured there are perhaps, granulations, 
and the curette, judiciously used, may 
be advisable. 
the dull curette, so designated. If we 
are practical and comprehend the con- 
dition and delicgacy of the operation, 
the sharp curette is by all means the 
instrument to use, less force being re- 
quired than with the dull instrument. 


A sharp or dull curette or even asound 


may provoke serious hemorrhage, if 
there is even slight inflammation, and 


I am cautious in the 
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in some with hemorrhagic tendencies, 
the least interference will provoke it. 
A patient who is to be subjected to 
such procedure should be at home, 
where, in case of untoward results, she 
will not be obliged to add to such by 
removal, quiet bein, an essential under 
such circumstances. If only occasion- 
al in occurrence, it is exceedingly grat- 
ifying to physician and patient that 
she remain quict. 

I am well aware that many decry 


the sharp curette, claiming that less — 


hemorrhage occurs, but when we con- 
sider that if curetting is necessary, the 


case is naturally serious, and that cu- 


retting well done is a serious matter, 


we are able to sift out the reason the 


duli curette is favored, as it is often 
used when not needed, doing no good, 


aud ordinarily no harm. Yet in cases 


where the endometrium is relaxed and 


there are soft adhesions, readily remov- » 


able, benefit may follow the use of a 
dull curette, nevertheless, intra-uterine 
injections with carefully selected inter- 
nal remedies will succeed with more 
promptness and permanency. Removal 
of secundines after abortions excepted, 
the dull curette in such cases is prefer- 
able. 


That there are conditions of the 


_ female pelvis demanding the aid of the 
skilled gynecologist goes without say- 


ing; but cases alluded to herein, as 
division of the uterine neck, or opera- 
tion for restoring the neck of womb, 
which exists to a greater or less de- 
gree with all who have borne children, 
cutting the cavity of womb, extirpation 
of the neck of womb, and other condi- 
tions curable by the use of remedies at 


our command, as a rule, are to be 
classed as needless surgical procedures. 


The careful gynecologist considers 


circumstances autedating the case; 
knowing the multitude of unpleasant 
symptoms growing out of disorders of 
the uterus and appendages, he has 
learned how aggravating the symptoms 
of subinvolution—the womb after large 
confinement sags, carrying the bladder, 
rectum, and vagina with it—and ac- 
accompanying symptoms of general 
pelvic uneasiness. A pessary properly 


adjusted, may briug relief in such 


cases; but I desire to call attention to 
a simple device that I have used since 
the introduction of oulo-koton, which 


being composed of cotton and woul 


combined does not wad like absorbent 
cotton. This made into a pessary or 
ta:apon to which is attached aecord for 
its better removal, and slightly satur- 
ated with camphorated mecca oil will 
often succeed and will not become 
rancid. I keep a bottle of it on my 
table as an essential in gynecological 
work. As an after dressing, we may 
dust the parts with oxide of zine or

Not Aplopappus, but Bigleovia 
Arborescens. 


On account of negligence, I have 


permitted this error —if error it be—to 


be perpetuated in my writings for the 


past year. Something more than a 
year ago, Mr. G. 8. Crosby became 


duubtful as to the genpineness of the 
name applied to this plant by Prof. 


Green, and communicated with Lloyd 
Brothers, sending a sample of the 
plant for inspection. Prof. C. BE. Lloyd 
forwarded the specimen to Mr. Fred- 
erick Coville, Botanist to the U. SB. 
Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington, and that gentleman communi- 
cated with Mr. Crosby, naming the 


plant as above. To make sure, another 


specimen (more perfect) was forwarded, 
and another reply was received corrob- 


orrating the first statement. Mr, 


Crosby communicated with me at once, 
but I was busy removing to San Fruan- 
cisco at that time, and neglected to 
give the matter proper attention, so no 
notice has been called to the fact until 
now. Quite recently, Mr. Crosby— 
who was a student in our colleve for 
two years —called upon me, while on a 
visit to San Francisco, and made a full 
explanation of the facts just mentioned. 
Mr. Crosby has been to no little pains 
to get at the bottom of this matter, 
and the credit of introducing this 
remedy as well as of naming it prop- 
erly should belong largely to him 


through a'l time. Mr. Coville states 
that he knows of no medicinal proper- 
tres belonging to it, though the United 
States Dispensatory makes mention of 
a damiana plant which is termed 
Bigleovia Veneta by Gray, and Aplo- 


pappus Discoideus by De Candolle. As 
this plant possesses aphrodisiac proper- 


ties ina marked degree, it may properly 


belong to the damianas, though I am 


not botanist enough to venture the 
Opinion that it is identical with aplo- 
pappus discuideus. 
Prof, Green is high authority on the 
Pacific Coast, and there is still a prob- 
ability that it is correctly named by 
him, after a different authority from 
that followed by Coville, and as I have 
referred to it so long as aplopappus I 
shall continue to so designate it until 
better reasons are present for a new 


name. 


Bigleovia is a remedy which interests 
me much, though I have been puzzled 
to describe its medicinal properties. 
One specific property, however, is, 1ts 
action in the relief of cardiac dyspnea. 


It is an excellent remedy for this— 


symptom combined with convallaria in 
cardiac dropsy, but it is more prumpt 
in dyspnoea without cardiac effusion 
alone, depending, apparently, upon 
oppression of the cardiac nerves. In 
the condition described as ‘‘precordial 
oppression,” by Scudder, and for which 
he recommends minute doses of lobelia, 
this remedy sivgly, is: prompt and r+ 
liable. It may be due to an excessively 
full meal, or to “muggy” weather, but 
in either case the remedy acts, in this 
climate, with speed and precision. 
Asthmatic conditions of this character 
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—or complicated with oppression of 
such kind—yields readily to its action, 
though pure bronchial asthma may 
not be benefited by it. I know that it 
fails in some cases of the latter kind. 
Cardiac disturbances complicated 
with indigestion are usually quickly 
relieved by it. The distribution of the 
pheumogustric nerve, seems the proper

I have been highly gratified wy the 
action of a eombination of bigleovia | 


and convallaria in hydrops pericardii 


not due to inflammatory action, the 


condition being usually attended by 
anasarea.

convallaria with twelve ounces wr a 
pint of simple elixir, and give a tea- 
spoonful every three hours. °Even 
when the kidneys are acting ineffi- 
ciently, their functions are aroused; 
though I ascribe much of this: effect to 
convallaria. However, the -diffleult 
breathing is soon corrected, and I give 
the credit of this to bigleovia, and: be- 
lieve it possesses speeific properties as 
a depurant besides--and something 


confirms the belief, for such effeets are 
usually permanent. I have treated 
two cases of the kind within the past 


three years,-one of which was pro- 
nounced hopeless, and a fatal termina- 
tion within six months prognosticated 
by an old practitioner aud teacher of 
our school, and the patient 1s now 
enjoying fairly good health, and she 
toils regularly every day of the year. 
When I saw her last, she was as well 


apparently us she had been at any 
time for ten years. 

Two individuals, who have taken the 
drug (tincture of bigleovia) in rather 
large doses, pronounced it a marke: 
aphrodisiac, while one gentleman whv 
took it in rather small dose—the frac-

In large doses, it produces heaviness 
of the eyelids and dull pain in the 
frontal region, sometimes quite severe. 
One, who took it in quite large doses, 
stated that it produeed double vision, 
this suggesting a place for it in ocular 
therapeutics. Its bypnotic properties 
are marked, it usually producing heavy 


slumber when taken in full doses. 


Bigleovia is a drug which will never 
come into general use. Though it 
possesses extremely valuable proper- 


ties, these are yet in @ narrow sphere, 


and in one which is fairly well filled by 
other agents. Its narrow range of 
distribution is another reason why it 
will.uot be made general use of. Huw- 
ever, 1 am so mueb interested in it 
that I shall continue to use it, and-ex- 
pect to find it more and more useful, 
us observation of its action gives me 
furtner hints.

Rapid Dilatation of the Cervix Uteri. 


Sponge and laminaria tents are now 


seldum used, being superseded by 
mechanical or instrumental methods, 
For diagnostic purposes or the treat- 
ment of certain uterine diseases rapid 
dilutation is the quickest and safest 
metbod. The sponge or laminaria tent 
may be a source of septic infection 
under the most careful procedure. 
Under proper aseptic conditions me- 
chanical dilatation is perfectly safe. 
The vagina should be thoroughly 
dJouched with a bichloride solution, the 
patient plaved under an anesthetic, 
the direction of the canal ascertained 
by the uterine sound, and then a small 
dilater, such as the Palmer or Mott 
used to dilate sufficient for the intro- 
duction of a Goodells, to complete the 
dilatation to the requisite size. 

There is but little risk in the opera- 
tion under proper precautions, unless 
undue haste and force be used. By 
ventle pressure the fibres yield with- 
out tearing. In some cases with 
women who have not borne children 
the internal os is extremely rigid, and 
requires time and patience. 


In the treatment of endometritis | 


dilatation of the cervix is indispensible, 
'f nothing else, it affords the easy 
application of medicine to the iuternal 
surface of the uterus and free drainage 
‘rom the cavity. Necessary also in 
currettage and packing. For dysmen- 
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orrhcea depending on flexion or stenosis 
of the cervix, dilatation without other 
treatment will give permanent relief. 


Cocaine in the Vomiting of Pregnancy 


Where the condition is purely of a 


nervous character, cocaine is the most 
valuable agent we possess. If the 


vomiting depends on displacement, 
erosions, or any constitutional dis- 
turbance outside of a neurotic condi- 


tion, cocaine may not have the same 


happy effect. A two per cent. solution 
hypodermetically injected over the 
stomach two or three times a day will 
usually alleviate the suffering. There 
are cases however, in which nothing 
but emptying the uterus will relieve 
the patient.

‘Mississippi Valley Medical Association, 
contains the following, in reference to 
his patient’s condition and treatment 
before neurectomy for tic-douloureux 
was decided upon: fae 
“Case V.—The patient, aet., 50, 
white, female. Family history: Has 
one sister who suffered from emotional 
insanity; otherwise the family history 
is good. Previous health excellent. 


The present trouble began with a se- 


vere neuralgic toothache, localized in 
the right lower molars. Paroxysms of 
pain were of daily occurrence, and 
saost severe in the mornings about 
breakfast time. The pain subsided 
temporarily whenever the teeth were 
pressed firmly together or upon any 
substance held between them, but only 
to return when the pressure was with- 
‘drawn. The presence of anything 
cold in the mouth immediately pro- 
duced the most exquisite pain; moder- 
ate heat produced a soothing effect. 
After two months, the pain became 
continuous, and four molars were ex- 
tracted without in any way relieving 
it. On the contrary, the pain increased 
in severity until October when it ceased

Hydrozone and Glvcozone in the Treatment 
| of Gonorrhea. 
Prescott, Arizona, Aug. 16, 1897. 

To the Editor N. Y. Medical Journal: 

Siz: My attention has been attracted 
to an article published in your journal! 
for July 8d, by Dr. J. A. Silverman, of 
Butte, Montana. The writer states 
that no antiseptic has been discovered 
that will destroy the gonococcus with- 
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out doing injury tu the mucous mem- 

brane. As 1 presume that he is open 
tu conviction, I submit to you for pub- 
lication the following report of three 
cases Which I have successfully treated 
during the last few months with 
hydrozone and glycozone, which I con- 
sider not only harmless but the most 
powerful healiag agents that I have 


ever used in my practice of thirty-five - 


years: 
IL—A man called on me on 


June 20th, with gonorrhea of four 
weeks duration, with profuse dis- 


charge, micturition painful, and an 
acute burning sensation along the en- 
tire urethral tract. Pus sacs had 
formed in the canal, the meatus was 
inflamed, and the gonococcus was 


active, as determined by microscopical | 


examination. I prescribed injections 
of one part of hydrozone and ten parts 
of sterilized lukewarm water, an ounce 
for each injection, four times daily. 
After two days I reduced the propor- 
tion to one part of hydrozone and 
fifteen parts of lukewarm water, and I 
directed glycozone mixed with an equal 
amount of glycerin pure to be injected 
on his going to bed.

Doses of 
bromide of potassium and bicarbonate 
of sodium were administhred from 
time to time in order to make the 
urine alkaline and quiet the patient. 
Cast II—A married man had con- 
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tracted blennorrlca from a woman 
who had the whites. The same treat- 
ment was ordered, and with such satis- 
faction that the woman also was 
brought for examination and treat- 
ment. Result, a cure in each case 
within three weeks. 

Case IIIJ.—A man, fifty years old, 
contracted gonorrhea from a woman 
of the town. As the patient lived in 


the country, twenty miles out, no 


treatment was given until ten days 
after infection. Aggravated symptoms 


of gonorrhcea were present, and there 


was chordee every night; the patient, 
to use his own expression, was “blumb 
wild.” The hydrozone injections were 
ordered, one part to twenty, owing to 
the great sensitiveness of the urethra 
and the possibility of orchitis if a 
stronger injection was used, as there 


was a slight swelling of the testicles. 
The glycozone, diluted with equal parts 


of pure glycerin, was ordered at night. 
I also gave glycczone internaliy in 
medicinal doses, to allay a gastric dis- 
turbance due to nervousness. In this 
case the treatment was continued for 


twenty five days. I sent my patient to 


his cattle ranch happy.
